A Romantio Beioaxd — Quontrell to the 
name of a depredator in Kansas, who, at 
the head of some thirty men, armed with 
Sharpe’s rifles and navy revolvers, hoe 
mads himself the terror of the whole region, 
neither the loyal men nor the seoessionists 
claiming him to belong to them. Hig men 
are mounted on the best horses in the 
oountry. He mokes his oamp in the timber 
of the bottoms, and oan travel twenty milei 
throngh the brush io hog -paths unknown 
to any save his own men. Every few days 
he robs the moil and steals both stoge- 
coaoh and horses. Some mounted volun- 
teers from Kansas City recently hod a hunt 
for him, and succeeded in killiug six of his 
men and driving him thirty miles sontheost, 
but he returned a few hours after with more 
men and again robbed the mail, killing two 
Union men aud jayhawking all the Uuien 
stores at Westport, two miles from Kansas. 
Quontrell is a tall, well-proportioned, light - 
haired man, wears a long, handsome mons- 
taohe, and, like Cleveland, has his sweet- 
•4sart to travel with him. “Nonoy Slongh- 
ter,” as she is called, is the donghter of a 
prominent citizen of Blue Spring, and has 
the reputation of being a widow of tbe 
“gross” sort. She is a very stylish Amazon, 
and sits her horse like a queen. 

A Rotal MABniAei CoHroAor. — The 
Princess Alice, of Eoglond, is soon to marry 
the Prinoe Lonis of Hesse Darmstadt, and 
the marriage treaty has been pnblished in 
the London papers. It oonsista of nine 
articles, and was signed lost August. It 
provides that the Prinoess bhall receive a 
doury of X80,000, to be put at iaterest for 
the joint use of the wife and husband, and 
this interest, with the Prince’s income of 
forty thousand florins, will be their joint 
revenue. Qaeen Viotoria also promises her 
! daughter £6,000 a year, for her own per- 
, Bonal use, which can never be alienated or 
I mortgaged from her by her hosband. If 
the Prinoe dies before the Prinoess the lat- 
ter is to receive from the State of Hesse 
Darmstadt a revenue of twenty thousand 
florins, “and a residence at Darmstadt 
suited to her exalted rank, and completely 
furnished, according to the usage prevail- 
ing in the Grand Docol house of Hesse, 
shall be assured to her as dowager resi- 
dence. ” But if she marries again she for- 
feits these privileges.

It seldom happens that cruelty dwells 
apart from cowardice. The resident pro- 
prietors of Dixie at this place took care to 
let the world know theirs was not one of , 
the seldom oases. When the news ef the 
fall of Fort Donelson reached Nashville, it | 
was in the first hours of the holy Sabbath. 
The children were jit Sunday sohool. Sud- 
denly, thegrim-visaged, lily-livered Harris, 
who hod been over in Edgefield, at the head- 
quarters of Albert Sidney Johnston, was 
seen riding furiously through the streets, 
first to the Stite House to pock up tbe 
records of his wiokedness, and then to the 
several depots of the railroads to secure 
oars enough for the eafe transportation of 
himself and his legislative junta to Memphir. 
Tbe terror of bis ohicken heart spread like 
xilo'fire among the rebels A precipitate 
adjournment of the Sabbath schools tobk 
place; and the children were frightened 
almost out of their wits, except those of 
Union parents. These, when they learned 
tbe cause of perturbation, were provokingly 
calm. 

At the Second Presbyterian Church (that 
from which the pious and eloquent Mr. 
Hays was banished because he would not 
onrse Israel), a little daughter of a Union 
man, while her classmates were wringing 
their hands and rushing into the street, 
quietly seated herself near the stove, and 
■aid ehe believed she would give her feet a 
good warming. A Union boy, about six 
years of age, ran to his mother and in- 
formed her that Gov. Harris was galloping 
down street, looking terribly frightened 
As the afrighted tyrant retnmed, the lad 
called his mother to the door, and, as he 
passed, shonted, “ How are you. Gov- 
ernor !” but the ill-mannered Isham made 
I no reply. Having gathered up his impor- 
; tont papers at the State House, and gath- 
ered together as many legislators os hs 
could, he left, on a special train, on the Ten. 
neesee and Decatur Railroad ; and it was 
scarcely thought he would be again heard 
of. But he did return a few days afterward, 
and pretended to make a oall for the ml. 
litlo, which some grave old sunpletone here 
were silly enough to answer. Bat it is my 
private opinion the Governor only returned 
because he had forgotten something or 
somebody he considered indispensable in 
his flight. 

In bis second retreat he was retarded by 
the removal of a rsilroad bridge over Mill 
Creek, and it is said be spent the night 
with Dr. Cheatham, at the Lunatic Asylum, 
and prooeeded (he next day to Morfreaeboro 
by private conveyance. 

The flight of those who followed the 
Governor’s example was not so tonghable. 
It was distressing. Foolish, misguided 
women thought it necessary to take pas- 
sage as eoon os possible on the oars not ap- 
propriated te the Gjvemor and Lefisto-

oar Government has evidence of Hig- 
gins’ intention to follow Corcoran’s oaunael 
has not transpired. 

It ia said that Stearns, the whisky man, 
on appreaohing the prison, surveyed it with 
a most contemptuous expression, and re- 
marked : “7/ you are going to imprison all 
the Union men you will have to provide a much 
larger jail than this ” Mr. Stearns will, we 
think, be not a little mistaken in his oalcu- 
laliooB. If the Government nee its power 
wisely and firmly, this great Union party, 
on which Stearns and others like him have 
based such great expeotatione, will in a 
day dwindle into ridiculously small propor- 
tions. By neglect, idle, ignorant, and vi- 
cious persons have been allowed with im- 
punity to boast their treason in our streets. 

The rumor that the above-mentioued 
parties had been arrested was on every 
tongue yesterday morning, but no one 
oonld, with certainty, say whence the ru- 
mor originated, or whether it was authentic. 
And not until a late hour in the evening 
was it known to be a fact that the parties 
were confined in McDaniel’s jail. Very 
soon after the information beoame generally 
diffused, a crowd oolleoted in the vicinity, 
and the matter was freely disoussed. Not 
a man was there but expressed himself in 
unmeasured terms of approbation of the 
course of the Government. The only ap- 
prebeueion that seemed to be felt was, that 
the Government would not be thorough and 
summary enough in its treatment of trait- 
ors. The universal Yankee sympathisers dang- 
ling from as many lamp posts would havs a 
most wholesome and salutary effect. 

While standing in the crowd, near the 
jail, our attention was attracted to a great 
quantity of burning paper flying out of one 
of the ohimneys. It was imn^ediately sug- 
gested that the prisoners, not having been 
properly eearohed, were destroying private 
and perhaps treasonable documents which 
they had about them. 

Wo have reason to believe that many other 
arrests will be effected within the nezi twenty- 
four hours. We forego to mention names, lest 
we might throw some impediment tn the way of 
the authorities. 

Now that the Government appears really 
in earnest in the suppresaion ot treason. It 
becomes every oitixen who knows a man or 
oet of men inimioal to oar oonntry and 
cause to point them out.

Fqaads of earalry wora stationed 
in front of eaok store to keep off tke 
crowds who had gathered to got their por- 
tion. It was a matter of wonder with those 
who witnessed the eoadaet of these soldiers j 
that largo numbars of women and children 
were not aerioaely injured, if not killed. 
They would oharga into the crowds at full 
s|>o^ brandiahiag their swords cr flour- 
ishing loafed pistols already cocked. It 
was painful to witness these exhibitions of 
rscklasinose oa the part of men unused to 
tko exeroise of authority. Ws fael aatitfisd 
that each eenduot would have been severely 
punished had it toon brought to the atten 
tlcn of ths oommanding Qrnsral. 

A vigorous effort wss mads t j get the pros 
vibioas and other stores transferred to the 
railroad depot, and large numbers of wag- 
ons end eitixens were impressed into me 
service. Every thing wss eonfusioa, and 
foT tha want of systom, much remained 
undone that might have bMn accomplished. 

There were many rumors sfloat ss to the 
whereabouts of the Fodsrals, and many 
apoealations were indulged in as to their 
purpoaes At one time it was stated that 
Oaneral Buell had informed Gen Johnston 
that he desired to fi|ht him at Nashville, 
and that he would await his pleasure To 
the question, **Whcn will ths Federals 
eome? ’ it was answered that General Buell 
had said that if General Johnaion did not 
consider Nsshvills worth holding, he did not 
oonsider it worlh taking. To the uninitiated 
it appeared that the City of Rocks was about 
to drop into an inglorious obteuriij between 
tke two armies This delay of the Federals 
to taka formal postiessioB of Naskvills gave 
lima for the ‘‘sober aeeona thought of the 
people,” which Mr. Van Buren deoiared was 
“always right and never wrong,” to ditpel 
the paaio whioh had seised them with euch 
viralenoe on the Sunday previous, and when 
tha Fedarale did oems they excited none of 
that alarm which (he bare mention of the 
name had conjured up but ten days previ- 
ous. So mnok for delay. 

Ths impression got out and prevailed 
pretty generally Friday morning that the 
goods and oloihiog in the Qaarterm aster’s 
department, on the corner of Front street 
and the Public Square, would be distributed 
that day to the poor and needy. Ihe in- 
toation, however, was, we believe, to dis» 
tribnto those stores to those who had been 
working for the Qove.'nment, especially the 
women, and had not been paid for their 
servioce. The rumor atiraotod an immense 
crowd, and it was a motley one. Hundreds 
of voices would demand that the doors be 
thrown open and free access given to every- 
body. As the dcor would open for one or 
two of the beneficiaries to pass In or out, a 
rush would be made by the crowd, endanger- 
ing life and limb. Tae efforts of the police 
and the military to precerve order were of 
no avail, and a serious riot was imminent. 
The Mayor appeared and appealed to the 
crowd to disperse, but his appeal was un- 
heeded, and the impatience of the crowd 
almost ready to break forth in the spirit
